Continua"tion of 2. NOTE: The Examiner holds that Kazmi discloses the limitations of claim 2 [see coL 7: lines 13-25] which have now 
been incorporated into independent claims 1 and 11. Kazmi's MSG corresponds to the functionality of the BSC in the present invention 
and Kazmi's HLR corresponds to the functionality of the MSC in the present invention. It is well known in the art that functions of the 
BSC can be performed by the MSC as they are sometimes implemented as one unit and likewise for the HLR and MSC. Applicant 
argues this notion of equivalents as Kazmi shows an MSC and BSC in figure 1. However.the cited portions of Kazmi relied upon by the 
Examiner are related to figure 8, which only shows an MSC and HLR. . 
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
